Governors planning to remedy bullying and risky behaviour 

‘WEAK’ SCHOOL 
TO BE ACADEMY 


A PRIMARY school that has been 
deemed “inadequate” by Ofsted, 
has decided to become Banbury’s 
latest academy in a bid to improve. 

William Morris County Primary 
School, in Bretch Hill, was inspected on 
May 14 and 15 this year, after being told 
it required improvement in 2013. 

But, according to inspectors, since 
then things have become worse. 

Bullying, quality of teaching, behav¬ 
iour and a lack of progress were among 
problems they highlighted. 

Now the chairwoman of governors, 
Charlotte Christie, has revealed that 
the school, which had 175 pupils at the 
time of the report, will change into an 
academy next February. 

Miss Christie, who has been in post 
since October last year, said the trans¬ 
formation was an opportunity to give 
the school a fresh start. 

She added: “We consulted in July and 
we put the application in to the Depart¬ 
ment of Education. 

“We had already been exploring and 
had started that process. We were due to 
have a discussion before the inspection. 

“It is an opportunity for the GLF Acad¬ 
emy Trust, which will take over and 
from our point of view will be looking 
at the school with a fresh pair of eyes.” 

Headteacher Lorna Middleton has

been absent due to health problems 
since April and her role has been 
shared by stand-in deputies Caroline 
Debus and Sarah Hollander. 

Now the role will be taken on by to 
acting deputy Linda Tait, who has 
been addressing parents and pupils 
regarding the report, according to 
Miss Christie. 

In the Ofsted report, inspectors said: 
“Pupils have a poor understanding of 
what constitutes bullying and are un¬ 
clear about risk, thus compromising 
their ability to keep themselves safe. 

“Leaders and managers have failed 
to arrest a decline in the quality of 
teaching, so that pupils’ achievement 
by the end of Key Stage 2 has fallen 
and is now inadequate. 

“The school’s collection of informa¬ 
tion about pupils’ progress and the 
quality of teaching is scant and not 
systematic. 

“Pupils’ behaviour requires im¬ 
provement. Pupils do not always lis¬ 
ten to instructions and quickly settle 
to work. This low-level disruption 
slows learning.”

Miss Christie said she was “not 
surprised” by the report but 
added measures had been put into 
place to tackle the problems 
highlighted by Ofsted at William 
Morris County Primary School. 

According to Miss Christie, 
teachers and parents would now 
communicate with each other 
more about pupil progress. 

The pupils, she added, had been 
spoken to about the expected 
standards of behaviour at the 
school. 

She said: “I think it is fair to say 
we have already started to deal 
with that. We have already had 
discussions with children. 

“My understanding is that 
teachers have spoken to children 
in their class in small groups and 
individually and they talked 
about the whole school approach 
to behaviour. 

“I was with staff at a training 
session and I think it is a very 
family-centred school. 

“We want children to be happy 
and enjoy their time at school but 
the bottom line is we want them 
to achieve.”

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CAMPAIGNERS have 

warned that the closure of 
Oxfordshire’s children’s cen¬ 
tres would be “a failure to a 
whole generation”. 

On Tuesday, they urged Oxford¬ 
shire County Council to protect 
the centres from cuts to services 
in a protest outside County Hall, 
Oxford. 

The council has proposed clos¬ 
ing all 44 of the county’s chil¬ 
dren’s centres and its seven ear¬ 
ly intervention hubs, replacing 
them with eight ‘family and re¬ 
sources centres’. It would be part 
of moves to create a slimmed- 
down service for youngsters 
aged up to 19, saving £8 million. 

The replacement centres would 
be in areas considered to have 
the highest need, with three in 
Oxford - in Barton, Blackbird 
Leys and Rose Hill - and the oth¬ 
ers in Banbury, Bicester, Witney, 
Abingdon, and Didcot. They 
would focus on helping only the 
most vulnerable children and 
families, scrapping services 
such as ‘stay and play’ schemes. 

Jill Huish, 33, of Save Oxford¬ 
shire Children’s Centres warned 
the changes would be “extremely 
detrimental”. 

Ms Huish, who uses the chil¬ 
dren’s centre in Britannia Road, 
Banbury, said: “This would be 
a failure to a whole generation 
who use these centres to get help 
on a range of things, including 
help with housing and finances.” 


She said she was particularly 
concerned that programmes 
run at children’s centres such 
as Freedom, which helps fami¬ 
lies escape from domestic vio¬ 
lence, could also be lost. 

Children’s centres offer ac¬ 
tivities for under-fives, as well 
as information and support for 
parents, and early intervention 
hubs bring together services 
supporting children and fami¬ 
lies, targeting drug and alco¬ 
hol use, teenage pregnancies 
school exclusions and youth 
unemployment. 

But under the new proposals, 
the county council would halve 
the £16 million it spends on 
them and merge the remaining 
budget with £4 million from 
children’s social care, spent on 
‘family support teams’. 

This would create the new 
service covering youngsters up 
to the age of 19, aimed at target¬ 
ing help at the most vulnerable. 

Cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren, education and families 
Melinda Tilley said the coun¬ 
cil would talk to community 
groups which wanted to con¬ 
tinue to run family support 
services from the buildings. 

She said: “This is illustrative 
of the stark financial challeng¬ 
es councils in England are fac¬ 
ing. If people step up and say 
they want to help then we will 
listen to them. 

“But we have got to halve our 


budget for these centres and that 
means looking at a new ways of 
delivering the services.” 

She added that the changes 
came as the council was facing 
unprecedented pressures. 

On September 15, the cabinet 
will be asked to back a consul¬ 
tation on the changes that is ex¬ 
pected to begin later this month. 

It will outline three options, 
with the creation of the eight 
new centres - a saving of £8 mil¬ 
lion - the council’s “preferred 
option”. The second involves 
continuing some universal ser¬ 
vices at the eight centres but 
reducing ‘outreach’ work, with 
the third involving just six 
centres and £1 million in grant 
funding to support community- 
ran services for families. 

The council said it could not 
say how many job losses would 
result in any of the three op¬ 
tions, as some staff are expected 
to transfer to the new service. 

But it said it employs 433 
people across its 44 children’s 
centres and early intervention 
hubs - all of which would close 
under the preferred proposals. 

Liz Brighouse, Labour leader 
of the opposition at the county 
council, said: “We have had six 
years of budget reductions now 
and we are now cutting to the 
bone. 

“The whole situation is impos¬ 
sible and we are now losing our 
children’s centres as well.”

Six properties damaged 
by ruptured water main

SIX properties were severely dam¬ 
aged when a water main burst in a 
Banbury street. 

Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue Ser¬ 
vice tackled the flood with police and 
Thames Water in Broughton Road. 

Fire and rescue spokesman Owen 
Morton said firefighters were called at 
about 11.30am last Thursday. 

He added: “The burst water main had 
flooded the road, with water affecting 
the basements of a number of proper¬ 
ties along the street. 

“Crews from Banbury, Deddington 
and Eynsham attended, along with an 
incident support unit and a high vol¬ 
ume pumping unit. 

“Firefighters diverted the water away 
from the affected properties and have 
pumped water out of about 10 affected 
basements.” 

Staff from Thames Water stopped the 
flow and were working on restoring the 
water supply into the evening. 

Broughton Road remained closed 
until Thames Water had finished its 
repair works. 

Oxfordshire County Council attend¬ 
ed to the needs of people in the proper¬ 
ties affected. 

Thames Water spokeswoman Becky 
Trotman said: “We’re sorry for the dis¬ 
ruption caused by our burst pipe.”

New devolution plan - by 
councils of Oxfordshire 


A DRAFT paper outlining Oxfordshire's 
hopes to gain more political power from 
central Government has been submitted. 

September 4 was the first deadline for 
Oxfordshire councils to get applications in 
to be granted more powers. 

In response, they now hope to be given 
more freedom to spend Government cash. 

Oxfordshire County and Oxford City 
Councils, plus West Oxfordshire, Vale of 
White Horse, South Oxfordshire and 
Cherwell district councils have drafted 
proposals which WODC leader Barry 
Norton admitted have been put together 
at the last minute to meet the deadline. 

Mr Norton, who is to receive a 
knighthood, said: "We had to get a draft 
proposal in quickly, but if you don't buy a 
ticket, you don't win the lottery. 

"The Government has told us that if we 
don't get considered for the first tranche 
of areas to get devolved powers then we 
will get further chances later on. 

"Oxfordshire is very well placed because 
we have two world class universities, and 
a Local Enterprise Partnership (LEP) of 
businesses that covers the county. 

"It would mean self determination. If 
we can come together as councils and 
make decisions on certain things then we 
would potentially get more control of 
spending and more government money." 

Mr Norton insisted the the individual

councils involved would maintain 
separate identities but could come 
together at executive level on certain 
decisions. 

Counties have made alliances to create 
viable areas to bid for devolved powers 
in time for Friday's deadline. 

At this stage powers would be limited 
to health and social care, transport 
infrastructure and skills, but more could 
be added later.

GARAGES will be demol¬ 
ished to renovate a site and 
tackle growing concerns 
about fly-tipping and anti¬ 
social behaviour.

rages have been broken into and 
the police had been concerned 
about the garages for a long time. 

“I already knew about Penrose 
Garages but I realised something 
needed to be done about it. What I 
didn’t realise was the police were 
quite interested themselves. 

“I also knew some people at 
Sanctuary Housing so I contact¬ 
ed them and I said I have been 
very concerned about it and I 
made it very clear that I thought 
it was dangerous and they were 
very co-operative.” 

Mr Kilsby added that he did 
not know when the site, which 
has about 40 garages, would be 
fully renovated but said he un¬ 
derstood the garages would be 
demolished by October. 


Sanctuary Housing’s opera¬ 
tions manager, Yvonne Crinean, 
said: “The plan to demolish the 
Penrose Garages site is an ex¬ 
cellent example of what can be 
achieved through working in 
partnership with local services. 

“We want to reassure our resi¬ 
dents that we will continue to 
work with our partners and keep 
a close eye on the site following 
the demolition, and offer our 
support wherever we can.” 

TVP PCSO Paul Gale added: “I 
am pleased that we are working 
effectively together with Sanc¬ 
tuary and Steve Kilsby to tackle 
this site which was attracting fly¬ 
tipping. 

“It will create a safe site and 
benefit the area.”

New school open 
after ‘hard slog’

A HEADTEACHER has 
spoken of her delight after 
watching pupils start lessons 
at their new North Oxford¬ 
shire school this week. 

Bletchingdon Primary School, 
in Station Road, Bletchingdon, 
opened its doors on Thursday to 
children after moving from its 
previous site this summer. 

Plans for it were first consid¬ 
ered back in 2008 to replace the 
previous school in Weston Road, 
with those involved admitting 
the journey to this point being a 
“long, hard slog”. 

The school, along with a new 
village hall, cost £4million to 
build with the community com¬ 
ing together to help meet the 
sum. 

Headteacher Louise Hatton 
said: “There was so much excite¬ 
ment and the children were wait¬ 
ing, desperate for the gates to 
open up. 

“To see them on the new play¬ 
ground equipment was brilliant, 
and they were all asking ques¬ 
tions about out of what materials 
all of it was made. 

“We started the project with 
a completely blank canvas and 
it has been amazing for a small 
school like ours.” 

Teachers came in over the sum¬ 
mer to set up the new classrooms, 
decorating the new classrooms 
with pupils’ art, and preparing 
lessons before pupils returned. 

Mrs Hatton said: “The teaching 
staff have been brilliant and they 
have all gone beyond their duty.” 

A total of 77 pupils are enrolled 
in the school, although there is

capacity for 120 children to be 
taught there. 

Funding for the project was 
provided by the Bletchington 
Community Foundation through 
land sales of the previous school. 

More money was collected 
from Cherwell District Council, 
Oxfordshire County Council and 
The Duchy of Cornwall, which 
owns the new site. 

The Parent-Teacher Associa¬ 
tion has also fundraised £15,000 
over the past two years. 


The school has included a 
nursery for children aged three 
to five, and has installed a kitch¬ 
en so lunches can be cooked on 
the premises. 

Residents will be allowed to 
use the hall for community 
events and sports activities. 

Vikki Robins, from Bletching¬ 
don Community Foundation, 
said: “The kids were so excited 
and they all wanted to get into 
their new classrooms and see 
whose artwork was on the wall. 

“The teachers have been amaz¬ 
ing as well, it has been a long 
hard slog and without them it 
would not have been possible.” 

A further 58 homes have been 
planned for the site, and a new 
retail unit will be built and let 
out to The Co-operative. 

According to Cherwell Dis¬ 
trict Council, there will be 18 
affordable homes and 40 open 
market, including two- and 
three-bedroom houses.

TRAFFIC delays on three of 
Oxfordshire’s busiest roads 
have hit drivers more than 
28 times every day so far this 
year, on average. 

Motorists who use the roads have 
faced traffic misery with 6,785 inci¬ 
dents of congestion on the sections 
of the A34, A40 and M40 that run 
through Oxfordshire from Janu¬ 


ary 1 to August 25, according to 
traffic analysis company INRIX. 

And they are being warned the 
situation could get worse now 
schools are back after the summer 
break. 

Businesses have warned the fre¬ 
quent congestion - defined by IN¬ 
RIX as any instance of cars mov¬ 
ing very slowly or stopping - has 


hurt trade in Oxford and discour¬ 
aged out-of-town visitors. 

Richard Bailey, who owns Dai¬ 
sies Flowers in Walton Street, said 
traffic was a major problem for his 
business. 

He said: “We have been around 
for 27 years and 10 or 20 years ago 
people came in from all across Ox¬ 
fordshire to us. Now, people are 


going to Banbury, Bicester, Milton 
Keynes, anywhere instead of Ox¬ 
ford.” 

Graham Jones, spokesman for 
business group ROX, said: “Oxford 
is the county’s main city and the 
shopping offer has in the past been 
that much larger than the market 
towns. But some of those places 
such as Banbury and Witney are 
getting their act together. 

“If you have a chance of getting 
something on your doorstep, you 
will take that option.”

Author spends years

BEER enthusiasts can 
learn about one of the 
county’s oldest brewer¬ 
ies in a new book. 

Brewed In The Tradition¬ 
al Manner tells the story 
of the family-owned Hook 
Norton Brewery, from its 
start in 1849 to now, sup¬ 
plying 26 county pubs. 

The book has been nearly 
50 years in the making for 
author Rob Woolley, who 
lived in Hook Norton be¬ 
tween 1966 and 1976. 

He met Bill Clarke, who 
owned the brewery until 
he died in 1982. 

He said: “I’ve been inter¬ 
ested in the history of the 
brewery ever since Bill 
showed me the building.” 

When he began a post¬ 
graduate degree at the Uni¬ 
versity of Wolverhampton 
in 2005 he found time to 
write the book. 

It tells of the arrival of 
the railway in the 1880s 
and the first use of steam 
wagons in 1904. 

Mr Woolley, once a teach¬ 
er at St Mary’s Primary,

Chipping Norton, also in¬ 
terviewed former staff. 

Today Hook Norton has 
kept some old traditions, 
especially its steam en¬ 
gine, believed to be the last 
of its kind in use. 

Brewery boss James 
Clarke, grandson of Bill, 
thinks Mr Woolley is the 
most knowledgeable per¬ 
son about the business.

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Man’s call to protect NHS 


Landscaper trapped under 
tractor said he had ‘best 
care that you can imagine’

A LANDSCAPER who near¬ 
ly bled to death after being 
crushed under a tractor near 
Chipping Norton has called 
on the government to protect 
the NHS which saved his life. 

Alistair McKnight, now 71, was 
driving the machine up a steep 
bank with a mower attached to 
the back when it tipped over and 
slid 30 metres back down with 
him trapped underneath it. 

Mr McKnight said a friend 
chanced upon the accident scene 
and dialled 999. 

He said he was in and out of 
consciousness when the air am¬ 
bulance arrived. 

His left arm was crushed and 
his hand almost destroyed, his 
lung collapsed, and his left leg 
was broken. 

He lost 22 units of blood and 
surgeons had to amputate his leg 
above the knee and reconstruct 
his hand from parts of his ampu¬ 
tated foot. 

After reading a press article 
this summer, which asked people 
to comment on the NHS, Mr Mc¬ 
Knight praised the surgeons and 
paramedics who treated him. 

The father-of-one, of Chipping 


Norton, said: “The staff in the air 
ambulance and at the John Rad- 
cliffe Hospital saved my life. 

“They did a great job. There’s 
absolutely no doubt about it.” 

“I have only gratitude for them. 

A few years before they would 
have just taken my left hand off, 
and the risk of infection was 
enormous, but they dealt with it.” 

Mr McKnight had to have a 
prosthetic limb fitted to his leg 
and numerous operations. 

Now he can lift a dumbbell with 
his left arm, and shoot an air rifle 
at Chipping Norton Rifle and Pis¬ 
tol club. He uses a wheelchair and 
a mobility scooter. 

He said of the NHS: “It’s very 
easy to criticise it from the side¬ 
lines and it is true the bigger an 
organisation gets the more un¬ 
wieldy it becomes. But we would 
all miss it if it wasn’t there. 

“I had the best care you could 
get and that makes a huge differ¬ 
ence to whatever you’ve got left of 
your life. 

“The problem is the NHS was 
never designed to deal with the 
numbers of people it has to sup¬ 
port now.” 

He said of the crew: “There was 
no checking if I had insurance or 
anything like that. They just as¬ 
sessed me and got on with it.” 

Mr McKnight spent time in in¬ 
tensive care before going to a plas¬ 
tics ward to begin rehabilitation. 

He said: “I had the most skilled 
nurses there you could imagine. 

“They had to do everything

Residents show 
willingness to 
take in refugees 

MULTIPLE petitions have been 
set up by people across 
Oxfordshire, proclaiming that 
county residents are willing to 
take in refugees. 

The series of web pages, all 
based at petitions site 38 
Degrees, aim to show the 
Government and local 
authorities the number of people 
who would provide refuge. 

Petitions have been set up in 
Banbury, Vale of White Horse, 
Abingdon, the Wantage, Didcot, 
Wallingford and Faringdon 
constituency, Chipping Norton 
and Henley on Thames. Most 
have less than 100 signatories but 
a joint petition for Oxford and 
Oxfordshire has 2,233. 

Sculptor Beatrice Hoffman, 
from Garford, set up the Vale of 
White Horse petition at the 
weekend. About 30 people have 
signed it so far. 

The 54-year-old said: “I think 
this is an important moment to 
let the Government know what 
the inhabitants of this area 
think about the issue.” 

Mrs Hoffman’s father, an 
Austrian Jew, was a refugee in 
the UK and America during the 
the Second World War. She 
added: “Refugees do not take 
away employment, but create it. 
When people arrive there’s a 
short-term strain on resources, 
but in the long term they 
contribute.”

Trading standards 
urge users not to 
buy tablets online 

AT LEAST 175 people 
in Oxfordshire have 
been scammed when 
buying diet pills on the 
internet. 

Those looking to lose 
weight and take advan¬ 
tage of “risk-free trials” 
have found themselves 
stuck in contracts that 
led to an average loss of 
£150 each. 

Oxfordshire trading 
standards is warning res¬ 
idents not to get “sucked 
in” by deals from “dodgy 
websites”. 

The sellers will often of¬ 
fer a free trial for people 
to try a set of diet pills, 
asking for £2.99 postage. 

Customers have to put 
in their bank card details 
for the “one-off” payment 
but in the terms and con¬ 
ditions it binds them to a 
longer-term contract.

£79 and £86 will be deduct¬ 
ed in the second week and 
again in the fourth week. 

Oxfordshire trading 
standards team leader 
Kate Davies said that be¬ 
tween January 2014 and 
August 2015, 175 people 
registered a complaint 
but “more” were likely to 
have have been duped. 

The North Moreton res¬ 
ident said: “Often these 
companies will take a 
lump sum in the first two 
weeks and then again two 
weeks later. This is be¬ 
cause it is hoped that peo¬ 
ple don’t check their bank 
statements until the end 
of the month. 

“When people do even¬ 
tually find out the money 
has already been taken, 
they try to get a refund 
but more often than not 
the customer services 
line goes to answerphone 


or doesn’t exist.” 

Cancelling only works 
if the goods delivered are 
sent back to the company 
within 14 days of agree¬ 
ing to the contract. 

Banks do not have to 
return the money as the 
terms and conditions 
agreement says the per¬ 
son has agreed to the 
compulsory purchase. 

One of the Oxfordshire 
victims, who did not want 
to be named, said: “I’m 
one of the lucky ones be¬ 
cause I managed to get 
my money back, others 
weren’t as lucky.” 

The Banbury resident 
had £314 taken from her 
account but with persis¬ 
tence she got the money 
back by writing to the 
Netherlands-based firm. 

She added: “I would tell 
people to be careful when 
using these websites, only 
go to trusted places.” 

Ms Davies added: “I 
would advise anyone 
looking to gain weight to 
not buy pills online.”

THE number of complaints 
upheld by South Central Am¬ 
bulance Service (SCAS) in Ox¬ 
fordshire fell in 2014, despite 
an overall rise in grievances. 

The service received 48 written 
complaints last year, a 66 per cent 
increase from 29 the previous year. 

But just eight were deemed to 
be legitimate by the service, com¬ 
pared to 21 in 2013. 

Of 48 complaints in Oxfordshire 
last year, 24 were of paramedics 
not attending or taking too long. 

Another eight were about staff 
attitude and the rest were about 
communication, driving stand¬ 
ards and patient care. 

SCAS did not say which com¬ 
plaints were upheld. 

Pensioner Geoffrey Sharp, who 
complained in 2013 after he frac¬ 
tured his spine in a fall at home, 
was not surprised by the rise. 

The 76-year-old widower, of 
Botley, received an apology from 
SCAS in March last year. 

He said paramedics gave him 


pills and left him with a neigh¬ 
bour, despite excruciating pain. 

He is still pursuing compensa¬ 
tion through the Ombudsman. 

Mr Sharp said: “I would not im¬ 
agine the rise in complaints is 
down to people complaining about 
more frivolous things.” 

One paramedic involved has left 
the service and Mr Sharp was told 
by SCAS that the other had been 
spoken to about future practice. 

In Berkshire, Buckinghamshire, 
Hampshire and Oxfordshire, there 
were 290 written complaints, up 
from 210 in 2013. 

But a footballer with a broken 
leg, left waiting for an ambulance 
for half an hour, had sympathy for 
SCAS. 

New Club centre-half Richard 
Moffat said the ambulance con¬ 
troller told other players to move 
him, despite his fracture. 

He had an apology from SCAS 
after his story made news and he 
decided not to complain. 

The 27-year-old said: “I am not 
surprised complaints have gone 
up but they apologised and I left 
it at that. A lot of it is due to cuts. 
Maybe it is not the ambulance ser¬ 
vice’s fault.” 

Deirdre Thompson, of SCAS, 
said: “Each complaint is dealt with 
on an individual basis.Outcomes 
are shared with staff to ensure 
that we learn from them.”

MAZE RUNNER: THE SCORCH 
TRIALS (UA, 131 mins) Sci-Fi/ 
Thriller starring Dylan O'Brien, 
Thomas Brodie-Sangster, Kaya

RELEASED in October last year, 
The Maze Runner - the first film 
based on James Dashner’s post- 
apocalyptic trilogy for young 
adults - was unfairly dismissed 
as a testosterone-fuelled clone of 
The Hunger Games. 

Wes Ball’s propulsive and 
unsentimental chase through a 
diabolical labyrinth killed off 
main characters and cleverly 
negated the need for back stories 
by burdening the teenage 
runners with amnesia. 

The first chapter culminated 
with Thomas (Dylan O’Brien), 
Newt (Thomas Brodie-Sangster), 
Teresa (Kaya Scodelario) and 
friends being airlifted to safety 
from a facility belonging to the 
World Catastrophe Killzone 
Department (WCKD). 

They arrive at a research 
compound where Janson (Aiden 
Gillen) and his team care for the 
runners, keeping them safe from 
WCKD and its Machiavellian 
lead physician. 

Thomas learns the maze 
runners hold the key to a cure 
for the Flare contagion, which 
has reduced humanity to flesh- 
hungry predators known as 
Cranks. 

When Janson fails to provide 
answers, Thomas spearheads an 
escape into the wilderness. 

The tale unfolds at a brisk pace 
and fleshes out Scodelario’s 
battle-scarred heroine, who was 
woefully short-changed in the 
first film. 

O’Brien remains a likeable 
hero, blissfully unaware of the 
sins of his past, and new 
characters are introduced and 


swiftly dispatched. 

Intriguing questions about 
sacrifice in a world where death 
is the only freedom provide the 
cast with plentiful opportunities 
to wring out tears.

SOME cars are made to be 
admired, some to be desired 
and some to be used. 

The Ford Focus fits firmly in 
the third category and is none 
the worse for that. Drive a Focus 
for a few hundred miles and it 
comes as little surprise that it is 
the best-selling car in the world. 

Ford first launched the Focus 
in 1998 and since then more than 
12 million have been sold world¬ 
wide including 6.9 million in Eu¬ 
rope - where Ford builds a new 
Focus every 90 seconds. 

Available as a four-door, five- 
door, and estate, the new Focus 
has a lower, wider stance, with a 
new bonnet and grille.

An extra fitted to the car was 
the Sync 2 system which fea¬ 
tures an eight-inch colour touch 
screen and improved voice con¬ 
trol for easy access to audio, 
navigation, climate control and 
mobile phone. 

After my few days with the car 
it took two of us more than an 
hour of vacuuming and washing 
to remove the dirt from almost 
800 miles of motoring, but that’s 
what the Focus is all about - a 
car designed to be used.
